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REMARKS 

Claims 1-3 were cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer of the subject matter 
recited therein. New claims 8 and 9 were added. Therefore, claims 4-9 remain pending. 

Allowable Claims 

Claims 4 and 5 were deemed allowable and have been rewritten into independent 
form by this Amendment. Claims 1, 3 and 7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 over 
Shinohara et ah (JP 03-077324). Claim 6 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 over 
Shinohara. However, these rejections are moot since claims 1 and 3 were cancelled, and 
claims 6 and 7 now depend from allowable claim 4. Therefore, the present application is 
now in condition for allowance.
